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INTRODUCTION 


T " HESE proceedings took their riſe in the 
Houſe of Commons on the 27thof March, 
1775, when, after repreſenting the diſ- 
tteſſes of the poor, the improper and ineffectual 
application of the immenſe ſums raiſed for their 
ſupport, and the imperfections in many of the 
pfeſent laws upon that ſubject; a motion was 
made for appointing a committee to take the 
ſame into conſideration : the houſe heard it with 
that attention which the 1 importance of the ſub- 
2 je& required, and made the order hereafter men- 
7 tioned [A] . 


5 The Committee met on Friday the 3 fſt of 
March, and proceeded to take the matters re- 
ferred to them into conſideration: after ſitting 
ſeveral days, they formed the Twenty-Si ix Reſolu- 
tions contained in the firſt report; and reported 
them to the Houſe on Tueſday the 11th of April: 
the Committee reſumed the conſideration of 
| thoſe matters, on Wedneſday the 3d of May, 

and made their ſecond report to the Houle, of 
the Six other Reſolutions, on the 11th day of 
May: all which Reſolutions were, upon the 24th.

The object of this Plan for the relief of the 
Poor, is to employ thoſe who are able to work, 
to cheriſh and ſupport the aged and impotent, 
and to nurſe and educate to labour and habits of : 
induſtry the infants who have loſt their parents, 
or whoſe parents are unable or unwilling to 
maintain them; to puniſh the idle, diſorderly, 
and proflicate, by confinement and hard la- 
bour; and to inculcate in the minds of every 


one principles of religion and morality. 


The attainment of theſe great ends will, it is 
| preſumed, not only communicate happineſs to 

many thouſands of people in. diſtreſs, but 
excite a ſpirit of induſtry in the country, and 
ſend many to the manufactures who are at pre- 


ſent employed in practices deſtructive to them- 
ſelves, and Peruicious to civil ſociety; ; and more-

Ik this Plan has any merit, it-conſiſts in its 
A þ bee by only reviving the principles and 
ſpirit of a good old law, the Act of the 43d of

a very able hand; but the proviſions of that act 
have unhappily, in a great meaſure, loſt their 
force, through the miſconduct of overſeers, and 
the frauds and abuſes which have been practiſed 

about ſettlements and removals, the __ of

1 1 The | intent of this Plan is to enforce, by pru- 
dent and praticable regulations, ſuited to the

find the power of the juſtice of peace, given 


by that act, continued in all reſpects; his trouble

relief from poor objects in diſtreſs, complaining 
of their hardſhips, and, ſometimes with too juft 
cauſe, of ill treatment from 1 the overſcers. 
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The appointment and power of overſeers is 
alſo continued ; but under ſuch checks as, it is

The method. of raiſing money for the relief 


and employment of the Poor, by taxation of the 


inhabitants and occupiers of lands, Sc. is like- 


wiſe continued. 


The great alteration by the propoſed 5 | 


will be, the maintaining and employing the Poor, 
| chiefly within the houſes to be provided for their 
Tece pans, inſtead of doing it within the narrow 1 
limits af the places to which they belong; and 
the introducing two new deſcriptions of officers, / 
viz. Governors, and Guardians, in order to fa- F 
eilitate the execution of it. If this takes effect, 
there will be no diſputes about ſettlements, ex- 3 
cept between counties or diſtricts eee f 
by ſpecial acts of parliament; and it is appre- 
hended, if theſe regulations ſhall be ſo enforced, 
as to bring every one able to work to proper 
employment, which is their great object, the able 
poor will not only earn ſufficient for their w] 
maintenance, but contribute ſomething, from 
their labour, to ſupport the impotent. When- 3 
ever that ſhall be the caſe, it will be of little or 
no uſe to remove any from the counties or di- *

Proviſions with reſpe& to idle, diſorderly 
| perſons and common beggars, which are the

King Geo. II. are ſo eſſentially neceſſary, and fo 


much connected with theſe conſiderations about 


the poor, that this great plan cannot be com- 
plete, without eſtabliſhing, at the ſame time, 
though by a different act, every wiſe and pru- 
dent regulation which can be formed, concern- 


ing thoſe perſons. 


That theſe proceedings, moſt important in 


their nature and extent, may undergo the fulleſt 
cConſideration, before the next ſeſſion of parlia- 
ment; when Bills are intended to be offered to 


the legiſlature upon the plan here repreſented;

UPON THE 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


HEsE fee Reſolutions, and the fats they hefola, 


contain, being ſelf-evident; it is unneceſſary 


to take up the time of the reader by any expla- 
nation of them. 


The Sixth and Seventh, propoſe a very eſſen- 


tial alteration, by taking the government and 


employment of the poor out of the hands of the 


overſeers, and placing them in larger bodies, 
under the immediate care of perſons well quali- 
fied for that important truſt; and under the in- 
ſpection of gentlemen, who, it is hoped, will be 
moved, from principles of humanity, as well as 
intereſt, to give their attention to ſo great an

are generally compoſed, will not be ſurpriſed

tions 
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that there appears ſo little order or ceconomy in 
the management of the Poor; but were they 
better qualified, the narrow limits of pariſhes 
and townſhips are in general too ſmall to ſup- 
port the expence of a workhouſe, with ſuch a 


. governor to ſuperintend it, as is fit for that em- 


ployment; and even in places where workhouſes 
have been provided (except in very large and 
populous pariſhes) they have for the moſt part 
rather increaſed than cured the evil, from the 


want of proper Neusten, 


The bringing this into one general county ex- 


pence, will give it many advantages preferable 
to the plan propoſed to parliament ten years 


ago, for dividing counties into diſtricts, and 


giving the option of incorporating to perſons 


qualified for guardians within each diſtrict. This : 
will more effectually prevent litigations about 


removals, as it makes no diſtinction of ſettlement 
within the ſame county: it will alſo give the 


Poor an opportunity of ſeeking e 


any where within the county, without a certifi- 
cate, which will enable many to gain a liveli- 


hood, who have at preſent the whole, or a con- 


ſiderable part of their ſubſiſtence, from the pa- 


riſn where they are ſettled; pariſh-officers rather 


chooſing to ſubject their pariſhes to that bur- 


den, than give certificates under the preſent 
laws, 
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laws, which lay the certificated perſons, their ſer- 
vants and apprentices, under particular reſtraints, 
from acquiring ſettlements by the ordinary means 
in other pariſnes. The Bill which was lately 
offered to parliament, but did not paſs into a 
law, was intended to remove that inconvenience: 
but if the plan now under conſideration, which 
was ſuggeſted after that bill took its riſe in the 
Houſe of Commons, ſhould take place, it will 
have the intended effect to the extent of the 
county wherein the pauper is ſettled; and ſome 
expedient ſhould be propoſed, in the intended bill, 
to encourage induſtrious manufacturers and la- 
bourers, who cannot get employment in their 
own counties, to ſeek 1 it in others. 


9 A further advantage will ariſe from uniting 
N the whole county in the common expence of 
l building houſes, and employing the poor; as not 
t only public ſpirit, but private intereſt, will excite 
e the attention of every gentleman, to promote good 
order, and economy through the whole coun- 
ty, Ta circumſtance ſo much the more neceſſary, 
as the ſucceſs of every plan of this ſort, muſt 

entirely depend on the zeal and activity of the 
gentlemen where it is formed. Upon the plan 
before referred to, there might have been gen- 
tlemen within ſome of the diſtricts very Tell 
liſpoſed to ſee it executed; but in other parts, 
or want of ſuch aſſiſtance, it might either not 
Ex have 
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have been accepted, or if accepted, have fallen 
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into improper hands, and become a grievance 
inſtead of a remedy to the evil it was intended to 


cure. In all counties where theſe ſort of regu- 
lations have been partially introduced, many of 
the poor have found means to fly from the diſ- 


2th and 
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tricts into the adjacent pariſhes, where they 
would be ſubject to leſs reſtraint; but upon the 


preſent plan no refuge of that ſort can be taken. 


The number and ſituation of the houſes 
mentioned in theſe reſolutions, deſerve the ut- 
moſt conſideration: their number ſhould, in a 


great meaſure, depend upon the extent and 
populouſneſs of the county. The returns or- 


dered from the houſes of induſtry, and work- 
houſes, will be of uſe, to ſhew what numbers 
may be contained in houſes of the magnitude 
and deſcriptions mentioned 1n ſuch returns; but 
if the number of poor to be received into each, 
cannot be nearly aſcertained, the different parts 
of the buildings may be ſo formed as to be en- 


 larged without inconvenience : however, ſome 


general obſervations upon this head may be of 


uſe. lt ſeems expedient that each of theſe 
houſes ſhould contain as many poor, as can 


conveniently be managed under the care of one 
ſet of officers; with proper aſſiſtants, in the in- 


ferior departments: probebly from five to eight 


hundred. Increaſing the number of houſes, 


unneceſſarily, will add much to the expence; 


as 


. 


as there muſt be the like number of ſaperior 


officers, - probably with the like ſalaries, to 
each. F the number for each county can be 


limited, or rather aſcertained, by the act, it 


may fave trouble to the governors; and it 
ſeems fitter for the legiſlature, who comprehend 
the view and extent of their whole plan, to ſettle 
that point, than to leave it to the deciſion of the 


governors, 


When the number of the houſes is fixed, it 


is apprehended there will be little difficulty in 
aſcertaining the places where they are to be 
built: proper regard will doubtleſs be had, to 
place them, it poſſible, near the moſt populous 

and manufacturing parts of the county, to faci- 


litate the employment of the poor; and if it 
conveniently may be, near a navigable river, or 
canal, for the cheaper and eaſier conveyance of 
the materials for the conſtruction of the build= 


ing, and of every thing neceſſary for the ſupport 
and employment of the poor Old manſions, if 
they can be purchaſed, and made fit for the 


purpoſe, will ſave expences. Where new build- 
ings ſhall be found neceſſary, and there ſhall be 


walte lands in convenient fituations, they will 


no doubt be attended to; as many acr.s may be 


taken at a reaſonable price, under proper pro- 


viſions in the act, the cultivation of wich may 
find employment for foiuc of the Poor. They 
probably 
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probably may be ſo fixed, that no part of the 
diſtrict ſhall be above twenty or twenty-five 
miles from the houſe: and few inconveniences 


will attend the moſt remote pariſhes, as the poor 


in general which are to be ſent upon this plan, 
will continue for ſome time in the houſes, and 
be conveyed at a general county expence; the 
charges of which are propoſed to be fixed by the 
| mile, in the act. 


If the gentlemen to whom this plan ſhall ap- 


pear eligible, when they have received the 
printed returns, from the houſes of induſtry, 


and workhouſes, hereafter mentioned, would 


_ conſider upon the number of houſes, and the 
Places at or near to which they might be moſt. 
conveniently fixed, within their reſpective coun- 
ties, the number, and ſituation, for ſuch counties 
might be ſpecified in the act; which would fave 
the trouble of the general county-meeting, and 
the governors might proceed, in all ſuch caſes, 
to carry the act into execution, as ſoon as It 


ſhall be paſſed. 


In order to o judge what buildings will be moſt 
convenient, and how the ſeveral apartments are \ 
to be diſpoſed, it has been thought proper to F 
call for returns, from the ſeveral houſes of in- | 
duſtry and workhouſes, in different parts of the 
kingdom, of the nature and extent of their 
„ buildings, 
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buildings, and of the uſe of the fereral apart- 
ments contained therein, with many other par- 
ticulars, reſpecting the maintenance, and em- 
ployment of the poor, as will appear by the 
forms hereunto annexed: And in order to pro- 
cure ſuch returns in the moſt perfect and ſa- 
tisfactory manner, with the leaſt trouble, not 
only to thoſe who are to make them, but alſo 
to thoſe who are to receive and inſpect them, 
forms have been ſent to the perſons who are 
to make ſuch returns, purſuant to the order 
herein before ſtated; and extracts of the re- 
turns, when made, are intended to be printed, 
and ſent to every member as ſoon as poſſible. 
It is hoped the gentlemen concerned, who have 
opportunity of obſerving them, will ſee that the 
returns are truly and faithfully made.

From theſe returns a tolerable n wir 
be formed, of the ſucceſs which has attended 
plans, in many reſpe&ts ſimilar to that now 
propoſed ; but it is expected great improve- 
ments may be made, and a more perfect ſyſtem 
formed, from the experience of thoſe houſes, 
and a due conſideration of all the bye-laws, 
rules, and regulations which have been eſta- 
bliſned in them.

[| rected, viz. a general county meeting, for the 
purpoſe of determining whether this plan ſhall 
be carried into execution in that particular 
county; another for fixing the number of diſ- 
tricts, and ſituations for the buildings, and al- 
lotting the pariſhes and places to each: this , 
meeting will be unneceſſary, in ſuch counties 

as ſhall be prepared to have them named in 
the act: the only meetirfps after the houſes ſhall 

be eſtabliſned, will be one annual general meet- 
ing, and a monthly meeting in each diſtrict; 
the annual meeting will de for the election of 
Guardians, and of ſuch gentlemen as Governors 
who have not the requiſite qualification within 
the county: many gentlemen, of great fortune, 

ö fre- 
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frequently reſiding in counties, wherein they 
have little or no property, but would pro- 
bably be induced to attend, and give aſſiſtance 
to this undertaking, if they were appointed go- 
vernors. At the firſt of theſe meetings the 
buildings muſt be taken into conſideration, 


It was doubted, whether the monthly meet- 
ings would be ſufficiently attended, by gentle- 
men who lived at a diſtance; and whether 
thoſe who lived near, would not, in time, think 


the burden too great: this occaſioned the mode 


of balloting, and obliging an attendance, under 


penalties, as deſcribed in the 29th Reſolution 


and it is hoped this will be effectual, without 


laying an unreaſonable duty upon any gentle- 


man, as no one will be obliged to attend more 
than one day in a year, with indulgencies, to 
avoid the penalty, upon ſickneſs, # urgent bu- 
ſineſs. This will bring a certain number of 


- gentlemen from different parts of the diſtri, to 
attend each meeting, fully ſufficient, it is ap-

It may be found neceſſary at thoſe monthly | 
meetings, to nominate ſome few of the gover- | 
nors who live near the houſe, and ſhall be will- 
ing to undertake the duty, to attend once a 
week, as viſitors, to ſee the rules and orders duly 

obeyed ; and to report their obſervations to the 
next e meeting. 


Mick will depend upon the chijes f ava - + 
officers to attend theſe houſes, which will be | 
difficult to be effected in a popular election; 
but if that power and all other buſineſs to be 
done at a general county meeting (except the

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firſt contained in the 26th Reſolution) could 
be veſted in a committee of five or ſeven of 
the governors then preſent, to be choſe by bal- 
lot, it might prevent many inconveniences ; 
and ſuch committee ſhould have power to meet, 
and adjourn themſelves from time to time, as

Whoever feels, ka ſeen, the diſtreſſes at-

the hardſhips they are frequently expoſed to,

for relief, will rejoice at this happy change of 


their condition; as it gives them a comfort- 


able retreat, and ſubGfance, as the reward of 
their honeſt labour and induſtry ; when hey N 
can no o longer maintain themſelves. 


| This temporary relief may be rs neceſſary, 
from ſickneſs, or accidents; but ſhould be ad-

The happy effects of this care and education 


of the infant poor, propoſed by theſe reſolutions, 


are evident; and will, no doubt, be found in 
the riſing generation, by comparing the aſſize 


Kalendars, with thoſe of former times. 


The mode of raiſing the annual ſum, by af- 


ſeſſing the pariſhes, upon a medium of what 


they have paid for the ſame purpoſes, within 


the laſt ſeven years, ſeems equitable and juſt;

which the equitable intention of the ſaid ſtatute 


of the 43d of Elizabeth, authoriſing a taxation 
of other pariſhes, within the county, in aid of 
any pariſh, which ſhould be found unable to 
maintain its own poor, is effectually carried into 
execution; but as the reduction of the average 
ſum, in the beginning of theſe new regulations, 


might, in ſome counties, occaſion a deficiency of 


the fund, and fo far defeat the purpoſes of the 


act, it was thought proper to poſtpone that re- 


lief, till a reduction of the general rates within 


the county can be afforded, which will be ſooner 
or later, as the diſcharge of the debt, to be con- 
tracted on account of the buildings, ſhall be ac- 
celerated or retarded: in order to avoid diſ- 
putes on that head, it may be prudent to direct

perly amended and effectually enforced, we e may 


expect to ſee order and authority reſtored, and 2 
proper ſubordination eſtabliſhed. 


The number of perſons tried for offences 


againſt the laws of their country within the 
year, will ſhew us how much we are conſult- 
ing the happineſs of a ſet of miſerable beings, 


while we are ſtudying to prevent their wicked 


practices; which generally take their rife in 
idleneſs and ſmaller offences, and gradually in- 


creaſe, till they bring them into the moſt deplo- 


rable ſituation. 


This, it is apprehended, cannot be more ef. 


fectually done, than by the methods propoſed 

by this Reſolution, viz. the puniſhing them, in 
the firſt ſtage of their degeneracy, for living 
in an idle and diſorderly manner, without em- 


ployment; by confinement and hard labour, 


until they ſhall be ſufficiently reformed. 


The Pang rogues and vagrants, by whip- 


ping, and afterwards ſending them to the 
places of their ſettlement, from county to 
county, under the above act, at the public ex- 
pence, by paſſes, was meant as a correction for 
their idleneſs and profligacy; and to prevent 
their begging on their way; but this puniſh- 
ment is very ſeldom inflicted, and the convey- 


ing them by paſſes has been abuſed to the 
greateſt

greateſt degree; the counties are now put to. 
an immoderate expence, in conveying perſons 
by paſſes who did not by any means come with- | 
in the intent of the Act; this expence, the returns 
called for by the houſe of commons will aſcer- 
| tain. It is a common practice to ſend paupers, 
who have committed no act of vagrancy, by 
paſſes, inſtead of orders, to ſave expence to the 
pariſh removing, where their ſettlement hap- 
| pens to be at a conſiderable diſtance. Some get 
travelling paſſes, ſigned by a magiſtrate, gene- 
rally of ſome corporate town, under which they 
beg, or rather extort money, from pariſh offi- 
cers; who are induced to give it them for fear 
of worſe conſequences, upon their promiſe to 
quit that place immediately, Others procure 
themſelves to be ſent by paſſes, to places re- 
mote, where they have no ſettlement, for reaſons 
beſt known to themſelves; and the money given . 
for apprehending them, too often facilitates the 
means of this impoſition upon the public, by 
rewarding ſome accomplice in the fraud. 


HNHouſes of Correction, when put under pro- 
per government and regulation, will be of 
infinite uſe for enforcing the law above men-
